Morgan's Statue Unveiled. 

The magnihcer.t bronze equestrian 
statue of Gen. John Hunt Morgan was 
unveiled at Lexington Wednesday 
aftprnoon with appropriate exercises. 
The unveiling was attended by thous- 
ands who witnessed the impressive 
ceremonies, including a large number 
who wore the gray and rode under the 
intetpid leader. 

Though now only a withered handful 
of the proud and warlike ho&t which 
was once the terror of its foes, and 
the pride of Kentucky, never even in 
their days of conquest did the old 
soldiers who served under Gen. John 
H Morgan in the army of the Con- 
federacy receive such an ovation of 
such honors as on Wednesday. 

Led by Gen. Basil W. Duke, as they 
had been many a time in going to 
battle, and with Gen. John B. Castel- 
man. another of the idolized command- 
ers, riding by his side, the veterans of 
Morgan's command, joined by their 
former toes of the Lexington G. A. 
R , marched through the streets of 
Lexington betweeen the solid lines of 
twenty thousand cheering people, with 
the stars and bars borne above them, 
and fluttering in decorations from 
*»very hide. They were followed by a 
procession of civil officers, distinguish- 
ed citizens, beautiful women and 
bright faced children, who were proud 
to take part in doing honor to them 
and their dead commander. 

The parade, which was t one of ths 
features of the unveiling, was the 
largest seen in Lexington in half a 
century. In the lines and one portion 
of the parade which attracted con- 
siderable attention were the Hamilton 
Guards, the juv-nile organization of 
the local chapter of the Daughters of 
the Confederacy. 

The children, in charge of Mrs. Jos. 
Ewalt, an active member of the local 
chapter, following the conveyance used 
by the sponsors of the occasion, pre- 
sented a beautiful appearance. All 
were dressed in white with streamers 
of white Eatin ribbon, across which 
was printed "Hamilton Guards," in 
red. 

Mrs. Laura Williams, for who the 
organization was named, and her 
daughter, Mrs. Ida Hamilton Stoner, 
were among the interested spectators. 
The onl> two survivors of the Hamil- 
ton Guards, who served in the Con- 
federate army, Mr. James McDonald, 
of Kansas City, Mo., and Mr. John C. 
Bedford, of this county, were present.

Bourbon Boy Wins Loving Cup. 

On behalf r»f the American Saddle 
Horse Breeders' Association, of which 
Gen. John B. Castleman.of Louisville, 
is president, President Henry S. Bark-

To Manufacture Natural Leaf. 

Charles E. Dexter and F. M. Spiler, 
of Owensboro, have arranged for head- 
quarters in Louisville ast week for the 
Kentucky Farmers Tobacco Company, 
of Hickuun. The company is incorpo- 
rated %kh a capital stock of $250,000, 
divided into shares of $10 each. There 
has been subscribed by residents of 
Hickman and West Tennessee a total 
ol $108,000, and much stock has been 
taken locally Ly persons familiar with 
the products of the company. The 
company was incorporated in July and 
despite the fact that its factory at 
Hickman has not been completed it has 
orders on hand which will keep it busy 
far into the winter. 

The plants of the company will be 
located in the various tobacco-growing 
sections, from which the company will 
secure its material. The company will 
produce eight different grades of Bur- 
ley and dark tobacco at the beginning 
and later will add other grades cf bur- 
Icy for both smoking and chewing. 

The tobacco will be presented to the 
public in the same state as when it 
was taken from the field. There will 
be no flavoring, coloring or other 
adulterating substances used. There 
will be no machinery in the plant be- 
yond that used in handling hogsheads 
of tobacco and such other labor-saving 
devices. 

Fate of Majority. 

One million patents have been ls- 
led in this country, most of which 
have served no other purpose than to 
put the inventors' money In circula- 
tion. — Chicago Tribune. 



Proof of Judge O'Rear's inconsisten- 
cy and insincerity is being furnished in 
heaping measure as the campaign pro- 
ceeds. It is easy to take up every po- 
sition he has assumed and show by the 
record that his private views and acts 
are at variance with his public protes- 
tations. 

The very latest evidence against him 
on this score is in the matter of free 
passes, and has been produced by the 
Lexington Herald. In a spetch accept- 
ing the Republican nominftion, he re- 
ferred to the Constitutional provision 
against the use cf free passes by pub- 
lic officials, and he pledged himself, if 
elected Governor, to see that a law 
was placed upon the Statute book en- 
forcing that section. Since his nomi- 
nation, he has frequently condemned 
the railroads for issuing such passes, 
and public men for accepting them, 
and has pointed to it as fruitful source 
of corruption. 

On the very day that Judge O'Rear 
arose in the State Convention and con- 
demned the use of free passes, his 
family rode from Frankfort to Louis- 
ville on passes issued by a railroad, 
and it is fair to presume that they 
could not, and would net have iccept- 
ed these favors from the railrcad with- 
out the knowledge and consent of Judge 
O'Rear. 

It is just as culpable for the family 
of the Judge of the Court of Appeals 
to ride on free passes as it would be 
for that official himself to receive such 
favors, and it violates the spirit if not 
the letter of the Constitution when he 
permits ihem to put him in that em- 
barrassing position. 

This charge was cpenly made by' the 
Lexington Herald.and it has been sub- 
stantiated by ethers. So far Judge 
O'Rear has not made any explanation 
of how it happened that he could be so 
bitterly opposed to the railroads giving 
free passes to public officials when his 
own family profits by the practice. 

In his speech at Bowling Green on 
Monday, Judge O'Rear condemned the 
riirioads. because, as he charged, they T1 p T T" 1 1 r» 

have for many years secured con r j1 of 1 tie JtLaSt 1 ClineSSee 1 eiepilOne CO 
the Legislative Committee. If this is 
true.it is mosc reprehensible, and calls 
fur the severest condemnation ; but so 
long as Judge O'Rear's family con- 
tinues to be the guest of the railroads 
in their journeyings [about the State, 
this criticism will be received with 
suspicion and with doutas to his con- 
sistency and sincerity. '

Being ambiUous after reading sun- 
dry detective stories to enter the pro- 
fession, I went to an office and asked 
for employment. It happened that a 
man was wanted to go among a gang 
of footpads and burglars disguised as 
one of their kind with a view to learn- 
ing certain facts concerning them. It 
was so dangerous a job that no regu- 
lar detective would undertake it. 
These men know their own sort and 
would easily recognize a spy.
